taining hd is as a conversationalist,—his 
wide range of knowledge and his wonderful 
powers: of observation, together with his 
rare ability to describe his experiences in 
many climes, making him ‘ono of the most 
fuscinating of story-tellers.. It is -to these 
same qualities his * Across Siberia’ owes its 
fascination, Jt is. no mero superficial, 
glohetrotter's impressions of anew country. 
What Dr Wenyon doea not know thorough- 
Ty ho dpes not attemfit.to write about, and 
the result of this reserve is apparent in his 
book. Within its-240-pagesthero— i 
mass of sterling information—yet thero is 
not a dull page in it all. The rcaddr of 
‘Across Siberia’ will, I think,. form-a 
‘different. impression ‘from that generally 
sutortained of this sad region. Thsre-si 
cities of no mean magnitude, with ca. 
thedrals, churches, museums, palatial re-

Paris, This missionary, knowing the’ 
defocts’ of thé Chinese -people, and 
the spirit of routine which animates even 
the literary.class,.denied the possibility of a 
transformation of industty in Ohins, and. 
that assimilation of our industrial methods. 
He gave as an example incidents which had 
marked .the efforts to build railway lines 
in China. Immense junks londed with 
locomotives were sunk to the bottom of the 
Ben ; a factory built close to a town’ ot tho 
coast of the Gulf of Petchili-was also burn- 
edund pillaged, In one word, the Chinamen 
do not want our improvements. They 
prefer to keop their own antiquated 
industries, which-‘they Jearned from thoir 
ancestors, and which the Chinamen consi-, 
der superior to modern methods, Tho 
writer believes with the missionary in re- 
gard to tho present: stato of affairs, but 
believes European industry ' will not 
continue to hold its present position in 
the Middle Kingdom. The day for the 
transformation of economical China was 
not near, but it would happen unfortunate- 
ly. too soon for the sake of the civilized 
nations who had buried the iroh which the 
Chinesv would yet beat them with.
